This rale was increased to X cents for 
distances of 6() miles or less; lo lo cents for 100 miles or less, 
and so on. 
The syslem was continued with unimportant 


changes which increased rather than reduced postage, u n t i l the 
year ]8<I5, when part of Ihe present syslem came into use.

loiter which weighs less than one-hall ounce svas lo be deemed 
a single letter. The poslage was made uniform al 5 cents for 
distances of 3oo miles, and lo cents for all greater distances.

compulsory and Ihe rale was lixed at three cents for less than 
;!()()() miles. 
Finally in 186.1 the uniform rale o f . ] cents was 


lixed, and a few years later this was reduced to two cents and 
now we are promised Ihe reduction to one cent in the very 
near future.

Outlines His Policy to Work for 


Staple i*eace With the Central

Wilson today issued this formal state- 
ment of ,h!s jwlit-y toward the Centra!

"One of the chler objects of my nd- 


mirii-strat'ion will bo to cultivate the 
friendship and deserve the confidence 
of our sister republics of .Central and 
South America, and to promote 'in «v-
